DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In considering of Applicant's argument recited in Applicant's Amendment dated 
on April 18, 2003 (Paper No. 11), page 5, claims 1-11 are allowable because the prior 
art fails to disclose or make obvious, either singly or in combination, an optical 
apparatus and method for measuring objects comprising, in addition to the other recited 
features of the claim, "the detector provides a first time interval when the first detection 
signal is generated, and a second time interval wherein the second time interval is 
shorter than the first time interval and commences at the end of the first time interval". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
